At the same 
time the electric lights were extinguished. 
In a few minutes it was discovered that 
the electric light plant had been lilovt u 
into atoms and tiiat two men had been 
killed. A gang of men were soou at woik 
on the wreck nnd the body of John Van 
Winkle, night engineer, was found under 
a pile of bricks and timber forty feet from 
the site of the ruined building.

body—that of Charles Paul, a young 
farmer living near Bushnell—was after- 
ward iound northebt of thu place of ex- 
plooion. 


Probable Cause of the Explohim. 


It is uot knovtn what caused the explo- 


sion, but it is thought Van Winkle had 
allowed thew.iter in the boiler to dry up, 
and that young Puul, who Joafed around 
the place, had attempted to lill the boiler. 
The boiler was broken up, parts of it be- 
ins thrown 2M feet through a large ware 
house of tho Bushuell Pump company, 
almost demolishing it. Several chimnejs 
were knocked off a factory BOO feet dis- 
tant. Considerable damage was done to 
other buildings, all amounting to about 
»S>,0<10. Van Winkle leaves a lamily but 
Paul was an unmarried man.

The last alderman had barely 
beat, a rapid retreat when the advance 
gunid of the mob rushed into the cham- 
ber, to be disappointed at 
finding it

The crowd resolved itself into a mass- 


meeting again and more speeches were 
made, the ni.ivor and council being de- 
nominated as cowards and thieves. The 
crowd declared that if they would uot 
give tiie citizens a hearing they would 
have to get out of office. Then a motion 
was unanimously carried with loud attd 
prolonged cheering asking Mayor Herman 
nnd Ihu council to rc-ign. It is claimed 
that the price to be paid for the elect c 
light plant is enormous, aud that tite 
council has been ''boouicd" by the mana- 
ger, Benjamin Friedburg.

breakfast, they visit the auction sales anc 
try to get a job to carry home an object for 
the purchaser.

Hungary's Coronation Mound. 


It seems curious that an event which 


made so much noise all over Europe, no 
longer ago than the year 1853, as the dis- 
covery of the hiding place where Kossutu 
hud concealed the crown, of St. Stephen, 
should be so completely forgotten as youi 
correspondent seems to think. I was wit 
ness ninny years latter, when in Hungary, 
of the veneration with which the ancient 
regalia of their nation were still regarded 
by the people. It was quite the policy of the 
revolution to prevent the emperor of Aus- 
triabeiuK crowned with so revered acrown, 
but since he has worn it their loyalty, so 
long withheld, has been faithfully kept by 
the vast majority. The regalia are now 
preserved under the most jealous guard in 
the burg of Buda. 


The ceremony that is performed on tho 


Royal Hill is not exactly what the writer 
describes. The candidate for coronation 
does not have to "pull a sod," but he rides 
to the top of the mound, wearing the re- 
galin, and with the sword of St. Stephen 
in his hand takes the coronation oath, 
waving the sword at the same time toward 
the four points of the compass. 


The actual mound has been at Pressburg 


for centuries. It is composed of earth 
brought from each of the fifty-two prov- 
inces of Hungary, in quantities relative to 
the size of each; it is about fifteen feet 
high (speaking from memory), and is In- 
closed by a handsome stone balustrade. 
As it was decided to hold the coronation ol 
the present emperor at Bnda-Pesth, a pre- 
cisely similar mound was built up there, 
some of the earth from the original one at 
Presaburg teing incorporated into it—
